Reports just compiled for tile Rail- 
roads' War Hoard indicate that the travel- 
ing public in general and the shippers in 
particular are giving 1 he finest kind of 
ppt) operation to the railroads in the hand- 
ling ot the increased traffic that the w«r 
has produced Wilt this cooperation 
means may he gleaned from these facts. 

" Since May 1st the railroads aided by the 
loyalty and under s anding of the public 
have been ab e to reduce their B MMtB|tf 
Service by approximately t$JDBO,*tn 
miles This has relca ed thousands of 
train crews and locomotives foe use in 
the freight service and cleared thousands 
Of miles of track thereby t»l iltUUng the 
movement of coal, lood product* ■1111 
Supplies needed by the governuu-iit In 
addition to the foregoing saving of equip 
Went and trackage the shippers, big and 
■mall, have rallied so splendidly to the 
■logan "Make One Car Dd the Work of 
Two" that a saving of close to hall a 
million frieght cars has been accomplish- 
ed This saving of freight cars has en- 

-^kblcd the railioads o move approximate- 
ly M per cent mure freight since war was 
jatlaml than during the same period 
last year. 

Intensive loadingand ageueral increase 
in the size of the ' trade units" used by 
the various industries has rendered pos- 
sible the saving of car space. Cotton for 
instance which WM formerly moved in 
units of fifty bales, u w moves only in 
units of 65 ami 75 As "* re ore i"." 0 "." 
000 bales to be moved by rail each season 
the increase in the t>ade unit in this one 
commodity alone has produced a saving 
of anywhere from SB,0S9 to I25.OO0 cars. 
Sugar on which the car oad initiiitiu-: 
from the South was formerly only 24.0UO 
pounds per car, now mows only on a 
60,000 carload minimum. The producers 
of manufactured food products, especial- 
ly the canncrs hav ■ also come to a nail 
/.alion of the value of intensive loading 
and are now loading virtually all of their 
cars to capacity Coal which has been 
loaded beyond capacity on most lines 
since the beninning of the war is also 
moving freely now, although labor trou 
ble in some parts of the country is tend- 
ing to counteract the efforts of the rail- 
roads to meet the abnormal demand fo r 
fuel During the past month the supply 
of cars 011 the "Lake Coal" lines has 
been increased M per cent and there has 
been some increase in the movement of 
bituminous coal to the lake ports, but it 
has uot been proportionate to the in- 
crease the mine production. Although 
excellent results have been acheived to 
date through the co operation of the 
shippers, the traveling public and the 
railroads, it will be neccessary for all 
concerned to exert renewed efforts as 
the abnormal demands upon the rail 
roads iu the movement of both troops 
and supplies is constantly increasim; 
while the securing of new equipment is 
virtually impossible From now 011 
twenty five hundred cars a day will be 
requiied by the government to move food 
and supplies to the men in training at 
the National Army, National Guards and 
other encampments while the demand 
of the Allies for curs to carry export goods 
to the seaports will be practically doubl 
ed. All of this additional traffic must 
be moved by the railroads although they 
have only j per cent more equipment 
s-tuun they had at this time last year.
